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DIGESTS OF CURRENT NYC THEATRE REVIEWS 


The Deadly Game- Longacre 2/2. 5 pro and 2 con- 
Times, Herald Tribune- filed on new play by James Yaffe 
based on a novel by Friedrich Duerrenmatt presented by 
Alton Wilkies-Joe Manchester directed by William Gaskill 
with Pat Hingle, Max Adrian, Claude Dauphin, Ludwig Don- 
ath. Majority enjoyed it as a well acted, staged and written 
drama though not as engrossing as Duerrenmatt's The Visit. 
Negative voters blamed Yaffe's adaptation, not the cast . 
Chapman, News, billed it as a tidy, well- staged, well- acted 
piece of drarmatic make-believe. Coleman, Mirror, thought 
play has potentialities of a real hair raiser that was only in- 
termittently gripping, the cast excellent, and recommended 
play for pessimists who like to watch a cat toying with a 
mouse. Watts, Post, praised it as a coldly haunting, steadily 
engrossing evening, though less overwhelming than Visit. 
One reason was that the crime exposed was not especially 
dramatic and it tended to be a trifle monotonous. McClain, 
Journal American, okayed it as a wonderful exercise in 
good talk based on a brilliant if tenuous premise which is 
never dreary, but never quite real. Aston, World Telegram- 
Sun, cheered it as an entertaining conceit which demonstrates 
its thesis, an adult delight with an excellent cast. Dissenters 
Atkinson, Times, and Kerr, Herald Tribune, differed on their 
con views. Former thought play lacked originality and inten- 
sity of Visit, the adaptation was like commerical fiction, par- 
lor melodrama. Times man praised all in cast but Dauphin 
who never got under the skin of his character. Latter aisle- 
sitter found much that was powerful in the well-acted drama 
but feared a curious lack of subtlety and an air of smugness 
are two unexpected theatrical vices that work against it. 


Cut of the Axe-Ambassador 2/1-2/2. 7 con-unanimous- 
filed on new play by Sheppard Kerman which closed after its 
second performance. It was produced by Rita Allen- Milton 
Cassel, staged by John O'Shaughnessy with Thomas Mitchell, 
James Westerfield, Robert Lansing and Susan Brown, Cast 
was generally excused with most of negative critical thoughts 
saved for script as unconvincing, hectic and cliche-filled, At- 
kinson, Times, marked it as a melodrama of many words, many 
characters and many off-stage noises with Mitchell miscast as 
a "bad guy." Play was type that if presented on TV, Times man 
noted, Broderick Crawford would have come in at the climax to 
save the day. Kerr, Herald Tribune, rated it a wholly gratuit- 
ous play in which the author has nothing in particular to say 
and in which the actors are not convincing or convinced. Chap- 
man, News, blamed too little action and too much explanation 
in melodrama whose direction seemed desperate, with good 
cause, Coleman, Mirror, panned TV cliff-hanger type drama 
with stereotyped characters , pedestrian writing. Watts, Post, 
found an undeniable measure of excitement in drama with plot 
confusing to the point of sheer chaos and in which the cast rat- 
tled gamely through the nonesense as if they believed it. Mc- 
Clain, Journal American, thought Mitchell shined in drama that 
had no sense of reality, in which he didn't care about the char- 
acters. Aston, WTS, vetoed it as a furious try that proves little. 


H. M.S, Pinafore-Jan Hus- 1/28. 6 pro votes- no Mirror 
review- filed on first week-end bill of Gilbert & Sullivan re - 
pertory by American Savoyards directed by Dorothy Raedler, 
presented by Robert Cumming. Times, News, World Telegram- 
Sun critics raved over fine young company's modest presentat- 
ion of classic, Others had minor complaints on direction and 
production, but agreed company well worth seeing. Atkinson, 
Times, applauded group as close to perfection as circumstances 
permit with entrancing singing by leads and chorus, simple and 
cheerful scenery and excellent stylized direction and acting. Mc- 
Harry, News, commended bouncy, breezy, pretty cast in fine 
voice, the staging and the choral effects, Crist, Herald Tribune, 
okayed singing, but thought acting failed to have unified style 
and spirit, and the sets were too stark. Watts, Post, thought 
group had no great style, though they do have the virtue of fid- 
elity and got into stride in the second act, O'Connor, Journal 
American, noted pleasant time had to cast and audience, latter 
singing along with actors, he also feared dancing was shoddy. 
Aston, WTS, praised the refreshing presentation done with an 
abundance of taste and dash.

Sole affirmative voter 
Gardella, News, enjoyed light but entertaining farce with fine 
performances. But majority panned it as mostly dull and un- 
funny. Shanley, Times, feared plot was tissue thin and lines 
only faintly amusing, and the fine cast was wasted. Bakal, Her- 
ald Tribune, labeled it a horrible bore, foolish rather than funny. 
O'Brian, Journal American, marked it the dullest drama of year. 
Van Horne, World Telegram & Sun,thought characters lacked 
psychological truth ,too absurd to be taken seriously, not ab- 
surd enough to be genuinely comic

CRITIC'S FUNCTION... Criticism that includes both opinion 
and description is useful and constructive, states "Stage" 
editorial, British trade weekly notes that a critic who 
includes a description of the play serves both as a guide 
to the potential playgoer and gives the actor some idea 
of the effect he is having upon the public. Should the com- 
ments be unfavorable, they should be accompanied by rea- 
sons for having come to such a conclusion. This type of 
criticism is a far cry from some of the work of those re- 
viewers who are now popularly known as hired assassins, 
The assassins are exhibitionists who glory in showing - 
off in print at the expense of others. It is most unfort- 
unate that the professional theatre attracts from time to 
time insensitive writers who attack it, not in order to im- 
prove it, but to hold it up to perpetual ridicule, editorial 
continues, Some of these butchers, who pass themselves 
off as drama critics, cannot be bothered to sit through an 
entire performance, How dare they accept an invitation 


to comment on a play without seeing the curtain both rise 
and fall?

PROS & CONS BY TMK 


Cut of the Axe was a modern try at an 1890 melodrama 
in which the author was so busy painting every last one of his 
unlovely characters pitch black that he somehow forgot to write 
in a hero. Even in an election year no one can expect to find as 
crooked a politician outside of a comic strip as the role that 
Thomas Mitchell was forced to portray for two performances in 
NYC. A covering flood of lava, not Broderick Crawford, would be 
needed to cleanse the unnamed town in the drama.

H.M.S, Pinafore is for Gilbert & Sullivan partisians only. 
Cast , chorus and musicians ( electric organ and piano ) present 
the popular music and lyrics beautifully and the audience joins 
in when they can in addition to keeping a steady beat with their 
feet. But theatre fans expecting a production will find it on the 
skimpy side. No props, no decoration on the bland flats, no light- 
ing plot, and no change of costume make it more like a concert 
performance than a theatrical presentation. While the acting 
and dancing abilities of the singers is very limited.

The 1200 word "reason why" ad for the forthcoming Off 
Broadway musical The Crystal Heart did exactly what it said 
it was going to do, With a single insertion offering a premium 
of the original cast album it built up an advance sale of more 
than $5500 in three days. Several weeks of advertising prior 
to the opening of Little Mary Sunshine resulted in a $9 advance 
sale. Except for the ego-building attributes of the cast and 
staff seeing their names in small print in the Sun. papers the 
money spent for most Off Broadway shows in advance for ad- 
vertising has been wasted. The producer Charles Kasher , 
an expert in premium and mail-order advertising, promises 
more reason why ads after the opening, instead of the usual 
meaningless quote ads, Established, successful business tech- 
niques are a rarity in current theatre production, Broadway or 
Off Broadway, and should be welcomed by everyone interested 
in good theatre, 


* 


"How dare they?" asks British trade journal "Stage" 
editorial condemning theatre critics who leave before the 
final curtain is down, The answer, whatever their psych- 
iatrists finally decide upon, should not concern the theatre 
public who place few rules on the reviewers beside hon- 
esty and clarity. If producers don't complain loudly and 
rightly to the publishers, the readers must. Reviewers do 
not have to wait for the promised 30 or 20 hour week, they 
usually average a fast 15 hour work-load . Thus if they do 
not have enough curiosity in their make-up to see if the 
evening's production is concluded without the theatre burn- 
ing down, they should simply retire to a work with yet shorter 
hours. While this may be a problem at West End productions in 
London, it seems limited to Off Broadway first nights and 
Broadway second nights in NY. 


* * 


The second-night reviewers for weekly magazines who 
often come to the performance with the idea of leaving after 
the first intermission are probably worse offenders. For 
they have taken the views of the daily newspaper reviewers 
as the law, closed their minds to their own critical judgements, 
and sit waiting in the theatre for the first act and freedom to 
come, These reviewers should demand portal to portal pay for 
it takes longer going and coming from the theatre than the act- 
ual amount of time spent in the salt pit. If certain reviewers 
continue to abuse producers and actors by not fairly judging 
them on a complete performance, you can hardly blame vio- 
lent protests to their publishers which might be honored.
